The question is before 
the country 
whether it is wise to longer give to the 
President and the Senate alone the right 
and power of determining the policy of the 
country relative to tariffs and free exchanges 
with foreign countries, by permitting them 
to covenant in such treaties with na­ 
tions without the consent of botli houses 
of Congress. 
The disposition of the day 
is to bring the Government nearer to the 
people and to augment the importance of 
the more representative body in 
legis- 
tures. W e are not disposed to quarrel with 
this tendency. 
The nearer government is 
to the people the stronger and safer it is. 
But we must be careful not to destroy the 
checkB and balances that the Constitution 
provides in the Executive and the Senate. 
Without an amendment to the Constitu­ 
tion the House of liepreeentatives cannot 
interfere with the treaty-making power. 
The statement in the dispatches that it is 
pleaded that “ tiscal ” concerns must orig­ 
inate with the House is not correct, for 
the words of the Constitution are that all 
hills “ for raising revenue shall originate in 
the House of Representatives.” 
Can it be 
tortured t o mean that the admission of ar­ 
ticles of import acoording to the rules of 
reciprocal exchange is an infringement of 
this right of the House? 
We are tirmlyof 
the opinion that it cannot. 
Story, in his admirable treatise on the 
Constitution, says that the power to make 
treaties is general and of course embraces 
treaties for commerce or cessions of terri­ 
tory, indemnity for injuries, or payment of 
debts, or for any other purposes which the 
policy, necessities, or interests of inde­ 
dependent nations may dictate. 
Referring 
to the required concurrence of two-thirds 
of the Senate this learned commentator re­ 
marks that the treaty-making power would 
seem to be perfectly safe iu such a body. 
The House of Representatives, he adds, 
would not have been so eligible a body in 
which to repoee the trust, because it is 
more numerous, more popular in its struct­ 
ure, more short in its duration, more untit 
to act upon sudden emergencies, more under 
the control «Í a few States ; and, from its 
organization, it may fairly be presumed to 
have 
leas experience in 
public affairs 
and less knowledge of foreign relations 
than the Senate. 
The Constitution declares that the laws 
of the United States, and «ff treaties made by 
authority, shall be “ the supreme law of the 
land." 
The framers of the instrument had 
in view, therefore, commercial and recip­ 
rocity treaties, since no exceptions were 
made. 
To the present time in about all 
countries the power to make treaties has 
resided in the Chief Executive authority. 
“ Congress cannot, under the Constitution, 
defeat this right by refusing to pass ap. 
propriation bills or other measures when 
the engagements entered into are within 
the constitutional limits," says Cooley. 
The power of Congress to defeat treaties 
by withholding necessary laws has been 
asserted before, but never finally insisted 
upon 
in Congress. 
It was advanced in 
the debats on tbe Alaskan treaty, 
but 
Congress came to no vote on the subject. 
The passage by the House of Represent­ 
atives of a resolution of inquiry as to the 
power of the Senate and the President to 
negotiate treaties by which certain irticles 
can be put on the free list, though Con­ 
gress has adjudged them to pay a duty, 
revives the question, and gives it a new in­ 
terest. 
Of course the opponents of the 
Mexican reciprocity treaty are at the bot­ 
tom of the movement, but it is none the 
less an important one. 
The questions now presented may thus 
be stated. 
Is toe power to originate bills 
for raising revenue a limitation upon tho 
power to conclude treaties? 
Is the latter 
authority purposely made a check upon the 
former ? 
The opponents of Mexican reci­ 
procity will respond affirmatively to the 
lirst, and negatively to the second ques­ 
tion. 
Bat such responses mnst be made 


upon the assumption that the imposition o£ 
customs duties in the case of Mexican com­ 
merce with the United States is for the 
purpose of “ raising revenue.” 
As matter 
of fact, this is not true. 
Congress has the 
power “ to lay and collect taxes, duties, 
imposts and excises, to pay the debts, and 
provide for the common defense and gen­ 
eral welfare of the United States.’ But, ss 
Story says, the theory that Congress can 
lay on no taxes except to pay debts, pro­ 
vide for the common defense and general 
welfare, “ is the more just and solid inter­ 
pretation of the words, and most conform­ 
able to the true spirit and objects of the 
Constitution.” 
The refusal to exchange 
with Mexico cannct be brought, by any 
sort of reasoning within this exception, 
and therefore on their own grounds the re­ 
spondents to the questions we have formu­ 
lated cannot hinge any interference with 
the treaty-making prerogative of the Presi­ 
dent and the Senate. 
For it must be clear to whoever exam­ 
ines into the matter that the treaty-mak­ 
ing power exercised so as to effect exchange 
of commodities is not an infringement of 
the right to originate bills for raising 
revenue. 
There is, then, no conflict of 
authority ; the States in adopting the Con­ 
stitution clearly apprehended what might 
occur when they gave to the President and 
Senate the power to hold conventions with 
foreign powers, and unquestionably forsaw 
all the possible effects when they con­ 
sented to the establishment of the doc­ 
trine that the treaties as well as the laws 
should be the supreme law of the land. 
There is therefore no complaint to be just­ 
ly made in the matter, unless it is pro­ 
posed to reform the whole theory of the 
Constitution on these questions. 
When 
that is attempted, the debate will take a 
broader and higher range, and assume a 
far more important character.

Here, then, is disclosed the kernel in the 
nut. It is not trichime. As an editor of the 
Economist Frnncaia says that is ail humbug, 
and adds : “ Do yon know, dear readers, cf 
even one individual near you that these 
trichina- have alllioted? 
Let a prise be 
given for men with trichina?, and let U3 be 
shown a few of these interesting victims. 
“ To what an extent poor Englishmen 
must be trichina ted ! they who import 
into their country without any precaution, 
and who consume—the imprudent people— 
six times more than we ever did of Amer­ 
ican salted meats ! 
“ W ell, to Bpeak plainly, if American 
hogs and their trichime are not going to 
put us in a worse condition than the Eng­ 
lish, neither the trichina.- nor the hogs 
frighten me.” 
But if we need anything more to fix eva­ 
sion upon the official, it comes from the 
scientific bodies of France, that declare 
the trichina- excuse to be groundless ; from 
absolute examinations that prove there 
never was any reason for it : lastly, from 
authority in Chicago declaring that no dis­ 
eased pork is put up there. 
Indeed, while 
we might not be willing at all times to put 
the Chicago trader on the witness stand 
where interested, no one will write him 
down a fool—for to ship diseased meat 
along the line of a paying growing trade 
would be the most stupid folly conceiv­ 
able. 


R EE D S 
A M END M EN T. 


The Governor has been compelled to 
exercise his prerogative and postpone the 
date set for the execution of a murderer, 
not out of mercy to him, but to prevent 
delay in the processes of the law and its 
possible defeat. 
This became necessary 
because the appeal taken cannot be heard 
prior to the date fixed for the execution. 
The appeal stays the execution, of course, 
and as the date specified in the warrant 
would pass, that instrument would be un­ 
executed, and the Court, if the appeal is 
dismissed, would be compelled to make an 
order fixing a new date ; from that another 
appeal could be taken, and thus further de­ 
lay secured. 
Now, as this is a defect of 
statute that can be cured, the legislators 
who are assured of scats in the next State 
Senate should make a note of it, and see 
to it that this Gubernatorial interference, 
after the meeting of the next Legislature, 
shall not be necessary. 
Tncre is no reason 
at present apparent why the appellate 
Court 
should 
not, in denying an 
ap­ 
peal, 
be 
empowered 
to 
fix 
the 
date for 
carrying 
into effect the 
af­ 
firmed judgment of conviction. 
But if 
this be held to invest the Supreme Court 
with power capable of originating only in 
the Constitution, then the law may pro­ 
vide that in all cas “a where an appeal is 
denied and the day of 
execution has 
passed, the Sheriff shall carry the judg­ 
ment into effect, after a given number of 
days from notice to him by tbe Clerk of 
the filing of the remittitur.

The Constitution wisely secures to the 
people forever the free interchange of com­ 
modities between the States of the Union. 
This is done upon the principle that ex­ 
change is a good thing, and that “ plenty 
is better than scarcity.” Now, as Ferry in­ 
cisively pnts it, “ it is absurd to apply one 
set of principles to domestic exchanges 
and an opposite set to international ex­ 
changes, since a ecience is of necessity 
general and its principles, if sound, must 
apply to every possible case of the whole 
' class." 
The opponents of 
the Mexican 
reciprocity treaty should endeavor to rise 
j to a comprehension of these truths. 
And 
in fact they do ; it is selfishness alone 
that prompts them to utterances opposed 
to the law we have stated.

POLICE COURT. 
In the Police Court yesterday Ah Chung 
was found guilty of the petit larceny of a 
can of syrup from the store of Adams, Mc­ 
Neill & Co. There was no doubt about if, as 
the porter of the store caught him, red­ 
handed, as it were. He will receive sentence 
this morning. Indian Charley pleaded guilty 
to having been drunk. The Court endeavored 
to ascertain where he got his liquor, but he 
very shrewdly evaded a direct answer by 
saying, “ All over town.” He was fined $0 
or five days. H. Winters and II. Winters, 
Jr., were tried for disturbing the peace. The 
former was discharged and the latter found 
guilty.

Charlea J. Joiner, a new-comer, who hails 
from the blne-grass region of Kentucky, ex­ 
pressed the belief that he was the first Ken­ 
tuckian who ever got drunk so quickly after 
his arrival, but the fact was that he met some 
friends, and was so well pleased that he got 
filled up.

The difference was not 
enough, however, to enable him to save suffi­ 
cient coin to pay his tine of §5, and he will 
languish behind the city jail bars, instead of 
the other kind, for five days.

Davidson—“ l o ­ 
de Billy”—once a prosperous merchant, but 
for many years a slave to liquor, was found 
guilty of being a common drunkard, and sen­ 
tenced to thirty day* in the County Jail. 
The commitment was ordered withheld, how­ 
ever, as be is such a wreck physically th it 
Judge Henry desires to bring his case before 
the Board of Supervisors, with the hope of 
having him admitted to the County Hospi­ 
tal. Charley Ellis entered a plea of guilty 
on a charge of visiting an opium deu, and 
was fined $20 or twenty days.

Mias Ulive Slayback, of San Diego, whose 
name was made somewhat familiar about three 
years since through numerous newspaper ar­ 
ticles concerning a baby which was mysteri­ 
ously left upon the steps of the resiaence of 
Miss Slay back’s parents, near Shingle 
Springs, passed through the city yesterday on 
her way to her home in the southern part of 
the State. It will be remembered that the 
child alluded to was afterwards proven to be 
the offspring of Mrs, Taggart (a widow), who 
resided at San Diego, and who died in July, 
1881. After Mrs. Taggart’s death, John 
Boyd, also of San Diego aud a brother of 
Mrs. Taggart, applied for letters of adminis­ 
tration upon the estate of the deceased, which 
was said at the time to amount to $50,000, but 
which in reality did not exceed $15,000. No 
sooner had Boyd laid claim to the estate than 
MifS Slayback applied for letters of guardi­ 
anship for the hitherto mysterious baby 
wh ch had been left apon the doorstep near 
Shingle Springs and subsequently cared for 
by the parents of the one wno now sought to 
obtain legal charge of the child. 
In connection with the application for the 
guardianship of the little waif, letters of ad­ 
ministration upon the eetate of Mrs. Taggart 
were applied for by Miss Slayback, on the 
ground that the little castaway was the child 
and rightful heir of the deceased. She was 
granted guardianship of the child, and a 
contest in the Courts for the property 
between Mies Slayback and Boyd entued. 
Upon the trial, or trials, in the Superior 
Court of San Diego county, the^ guardian 
successfully established the paternity of the 
child to be as claimed, much to the surprise 
of the opposite side and the community, by 
producing in Court as a witness the physician 
who attended the deceased at the birth of the 
heir. Boyd, however, subsequently gained 
his case in the Court below, and a decree for 
the property, upon testimony tending to es- 
tablieh that Mrs. Taggart deeded the prop­ 
erty to him before the birth of the child. 
Upon an appeal to the Supreme Court, the 
decree of the Court below was 6et aside in 
April last, on account of the absence of evi­ 
dence showing delivery of the deed. The 
case is now set for a new trial, to commence 
on the 23d instant. Miss Slayback says that 
on the previous trials, notwithstanding the 
proof of the facts connected with the child, 
there has always seemed to be an air or im­ 
pression about the Court-room that the baby 
was something of a myth. She therefore 
takes the child—a bright boy, nearly 3 years 
old—with her on the present occasion, to have 
him in Court as corroborative of the testi­ 
mony of the physician referred to. The case 
is one which ha* excited much interest, aud 
will continue to do so until the final decision 
is reached. Mies Slayback’s counsel are Ma­ 
jor Chase, of San Diego, and Graves & Chap­ 
man, cf Los Angeles. Mr. Boyd’s are Judge 
Luce, of San Diego, and Judge Bronson, of 
Los Angeles.

GIVE US ANOTHER ENGINE. 


E ds. Record-Union : It gives me pleasure 
to note that you advocate the proper protec­ 
tion of our new exhibition building, and 
thereby also the protection of that quarter of 
Sacramento. The individual or paper who 
first made the suggestion to have an engine 
located there, certainly made a very wise 
suggestion, but by no means a new one. 
Many public buildings in European cities are 
thus guarded, and ought to be in the United 
States. Those who have visited large thea­ 
ters in the older countries, may have noticed 
firemen about all the time, and during per­ 
formances are right on the stage ready for 
action in case of any emergency. The ap­ 
paratus is also housed there, and in fact it is 
one of the stations of the city. 
The large new theater placed isolated on 
one end of “ Augustus Platz,” in Leipzig, is 
thus guarded, and where the writer took par­ 
ticular observations, having a direct view 
upon the siege several times during the play. 
This theater, with others, is owned by the 
city, and is thus guarded. 
Now, I would like to ask through you 
what the real legal objections are that will 
prevent the saving of a building costing 
nearly .$100,000, and in which the city itself 
is interested to the amount of $40,000 ? If 
simply a legal question, it seems to the writer 
in this country the lawyer makes a thiug go 
both ways very often, and in this case the 
objection ought to ba swept aside, for the 
State and city are both benefited thereby. It 
is worthy to reflect upon this matter, particu­ 
larly in California. Many of our inland 
towns have been swept away in nearly all 
caste because a penny wise and pound 
foolish 
idea 
was 
entertained. 
Sub­ 
sequently a number of engines could 
have been purchased 
after 
the 
tire 
occurred. 
Remember this is a wooden 
building, which will be destroyed in a short 
time, unless the tire is subjected at the begin­ 
ning. During the coming exhibitions all the 
machinery will be in aciioii there, with the 
necessary propelling power. If firemeu are 
constantly stationed there they will of course 
know how to act in any emergency far better 
than ordinary watchmen. 
As to private subscription to sustain a fire 
station in that locality, the writer is opposed, 
on the ground that real estate pays precisely 
the same rate as it does lower ; down if pro­ 
tection is thought necessary, it ought to be 
protected. If another school-house is wanted 
in a certain locality, would it be justifiable to 
tax neighboring property ? Besides, private 
subscription is unreliable—it won’t hold out. 
Be it as it will, the building ought, to be 
thoroughly guarde 1, and who can do it better 
than the firemen ? Only last summer Pitts­ 
burg lost just such a costly structure, and if 
this occurs about the time the Fair takes 
place here with our», would not every person 
here directly or indirectly suffer by it ? Par­ 
ticularly those who pay the taxes and those 
who draw a revenue from strangers would 
sustain losses. 
Although the city has put its $40,000 out 
of its direct control, it still will d;aw the 
revenue from it in future years. If the build­ 
ing is destroyed it is difficult to say what may 
happen, as the city is not very corpulent in 
fiuances to raise another $40,000, in case it 
ruay be wanted to bring pressure upon the 
city. A number of cities may have an equal 
amount ready or more, to have the building 
located at their town, and of course that 
would signify the removal of the Society. 
Sometimes but a caus9 is required to carry 
out an act, and the act to locate elsewhere is 
certainly not impossible.

gold in th e ground of th e old river chan­ 
nels m ust com e out. 
T here is too m ash of 
th e m etal for w nich all th e w orld is h u n ­ 
gry in th a t ground for idleness to sit on 
th e hills th a t cover th e old river channels. 
W ater has for th e last m any years been 
doing m ost of th e digging np on those old 
riv er channels, and w ater did not eat food 
or w ear clothes. 
I t is eaid th a t m en w ill 
now be p u t to w ork in several of th e m ines 
in w hich h y draulic nozzles have been at 
w ork, and th e m en of course w ill have to 
be supplied w ith things th a t w ater never 
used. 
If th is is tru e th e fu tu re w orking of 
th e deep gravel m ines w ill give a b etter 
m ark et for food and clothing products, and 
for tran sp o rtatio n , th a n has been th e case 
for m any years. 
T he only question is, 
W ill th e m ines pay w hen they are w orked 
by hum an d rifters in th e place of th e te a r­ 
ing-dow n 
h y d rau lic m achines? 
Som e of 
those m ines w ill so pay, and som e w ill not. 
T he D erlisc d rift m ine, adjoining the N orth 
Bloom field, has paid. 
I t is said th a t very 
m uch of th e X o rth Bloom field can be 
d rifted w ith m ore profit to the ow ners th an 
could be w orked by th e h y draulic process. 
T he sam e of th e M ilton C om pany’s ground 
a t F rench C orral. 
Indeed it is asserted 
th a t th e N o rth Bloom field has run behind, 
duriDg its years of h y d rau lic w orkings, in 
th e sum of $1,700,000 on its w ater account 
alcne. 
A nd so w ater, 
it seem s, 
w hile 
w orking cheaply, costs big m oney to those 
em ploying it, 
and at th e sam e tim e d e ­ 
m ands b u t little of th e products of the 
farm and th e factory. 
T herefore, we ex­ 
pect th a t, 
as soon as th e m a tte r can be 
fully looked over by th e m ine ow ners, there 
w ill be m any d rift enterprises inaugurated 
ia th a t p a rt of N evada county th a t we call 
th e Iiidge. 
T he m ost useless and unprofit­ 
able cry one can indulge in is th a t over 
sp ilt m ilk. 
N o m a tte r w ho caused th e 
spill, d on’t cry, h u t go to w ork and m ilk 
an o th er cow. 
D rift th e gravel m ines. 
T he M ountain M essenger cu rtly says : 
On M onday last Ju d g e Sawy er rendered 
th e long-expected decision in th e W ood­ 
ruff debris suits. 
H e decides th a t the 
people of the m ining portions of th e S tate 
have no rig h ts of pro p erty . 
H e finds th a t 
th e bed of th e Y uba a t M arysville has 
been raised fifteen feet. 
T h a t th e w aters 
of th e rivers are so charged w ith sand as 
to be unfit for irrigation. 
H e finds th a t 
dam s are inadequate, and cites th e brush 
dam s as instances. 
H e iinds th a t m ining 
is unlaw ful, under th e Codes relating to 
public nuisances. 
T h at n eith er Congress 
nor th e S ta te has authorized th e use of th e 
Y uba or F eath er rivers for th e flow of d e ­ 
bris. 
H e decides th a t Congress has not 
th e pow er, if it so desired, to authorize the 
d estru ctio n of navigable w aters of the 
rivers of a S tate. 
M iners by m ining in ­ 
ju re p riv ate property. 
H e finds th a t delay 
in com m encing su it cannot be construed 
in to acquiescence. 
T h a t an injunction 
m uEt p u t an end to m ining. 
T h at, in his 
opinion, dam s w ould prove inadequate. 
T herefore he m akes th e injunction per­ 
petual, and adds, ‘‘ W h a t dam age m ay 
accrue to th e m iners he has nothing to do 
w ith .” 
In conclusion, he perm its th e 
m iners, should a plan be devised to abate 
th e nuisance, to apply to have th e in ju n c­ 
tion dissolved, or for a m odification. 
U pon th is subject th e Bodie Free Press 
sa y s:. “ T he S alt L ake Tribune th in k s it 
w ould be w iser for th e m ining m en to drop 
th e contest and try som e o th er m eans to 
m ake it possible to w ork th e ir m ines. 
W e 
are aw are th a t th ey have m any equities. 
F or years th e S tate encouraged them to 
d ig ditches, to ru n tunnels, to b u ild dam s 
and reseivoirs, to expend thousands and 
m illions of dollars in acquiring and open­ 
ing th e ir p ro p e rtie s; and, in ju stice, the 
S tate should se ttle these bills. 
A t the 
sam e tim e it is quite as plain th a t th e Sac­ 
ram ento valley should not be destroyed. 
I t is even m ore im p o rtan t th a t th e only 
g reat and safe harbor for 1,200 m iles of the 
golden coast should be preserved. 
T his 19 
so im p o rtan t th a t th ere can be no debate 
even on th e subject. 
A nd y e t th e fact re ­ 
m ains th a t by th e decision th e he6t and 
b rav est m en of C alifornia are n o t only to 
be fin an ciad / ruined, b u t th e ir life-long 
occupation tak en from them . 
I t is an oc­ 
cupation, too, w hich for tw e n ty years th e 
S ta e encouraged 
them to spend th eir 
m oney in. 
S om ething is duo these mon. 
M ore, w ith every roiue closed dow n, there 
are som e scores or hun d red s of people, 
who depend upon th e m ine to give them 
em ploym ent or to buy th eir products, left 
destitute-. 
T hey are en title d to m ore than 
sy m p a th y .” 


A n editorial in O n e:" ITceA, upon th e d e­ 
c sion, concludes : “ I t is not safe to claim a 
victory over hydraulic m ining yet, for th e 
in te re st involves too m any m illions of cap­ 
ital to be lig h tly abandoned. 
A lthough 
th e peonle of th e valley s are rejoicing over 
th is decision, th e y m ay n o t consider th e 
fight w on or th e w ar ended. 
L itig an ts are 
tenacious, and a bad cause dies h ard it 
th ere is a m oneyed pow er behind it. W hile 
every m an living along our rivers w hich 
are affected by hy d rau lic m ining w ill in ­ 
dorse this decision, as w ell as th e resi­ 
d en ts of th e valleys, how m any, w ho are 
not actu ally endangered a t present, w ill 
p u t th eir hands dow n into th e ir pockets 
for §20 pieces w ith w hich to aid th e ir en ­ 
dangered 
neighbors 
light 
against 
the 
m iners. 
W e opine th a t th e ir num bers are 
n o t legion, for tru th com pels th e adm ission 
th a t all m en are seltisb, and if a farm er’s 
lands are beyond th e reach of present 
harm , he is n o t a p t to see any g reat danger, 
if it costs coin to b u y th e view . 
On the 
o th er hand, th e m iners are u n ited to a 
m an, for d efeat to one m eans ruin to al!, 
and laborers, m erchants and all who live 
from th e m ines, w ill spend th e ir m oney 
freely as long as th ere is a show to change 
Ju d g e S aw yer’s decision.” 
T he N o rtn San Ju a n T im es speaks of the 
decision in th is w ise : 
On M onday last 
Ju d g e S aw yer’s decieion in th e slickens 
su it w as rendered. 
I t is said to be very 
long and is adverse to th e m iners.

g ran ts perp etu al injunctions. 
On receipt

w ould be overruled in tim e. 
O ur rooster 
felt like crow ing over som ething, b u t as we 
could not allow him to do it, we sen t him 
ia to Y uba co u n ty for th a t purpose. 
T he ( ioverdale Reveille 
s a y s : Ju d g e 
S aw yer has rendered his decision in the 
celebrated debris suit, w hich is a p e rp et­ 
ual in ju n ctio n against h y d rau lic m ining. 
A ll im partial reasoners w ill agree th a t th is 
decision is a wise one. 
T he hydraulic 
m iners, it is very tru e , w ill suffer heavy 
losses by th e ir plan ts becom ing valueless, 
b u t th ey have no one to Id line b u t th em ­ 
selves, .as th e agitation against th em has 
extended back for years, and th ey invested 
know ing they tio k th e chances of being 
stopped 
in th e ir p u rsuits. 
T h a t w’hile 
m ining can only be for a tim e and th en an 
u n certain ty as to its results, ag ricu ltu re is 
certain and lasting. A nother in d u stry w ill j 
now receive an im petus, and th a t w ill be 
the river navigation, by th e w ashing o u t of 
th e river course-’. 


S ays th e M arysvil e A p p e a l: 
I t is not 
an im proba! Is supposition th a t if th e miu- 
eis h a l adhered to th e system of d riftin g 
and sluice w ashing th e ir profits w ould 
have aggregated m ore th an th ey have been. 
B ut le t this be as it m ay, th e fact is very 
well established th a t th ere are m ore profits 
in d riftin g rich hill claim s th an in w ashing 
poor claim s by the h y d rau lic process. 
B ut 
as hydraulic m ining is enjoined perm a­ 
nently and forever, th e only w ay rem ain ­ 
ing to recover th e gold ly ing in th e ancient 
river beds is by th e d riftin g process. 
TbÍ3 
new revelation is uow undergoing th e pro ­ 
cess of reduction, and m ust he accepted as 
th e law and th e gospel. 


The N evada Transcript com m ents th u s:

The Kern County Californian, reviewing 
the decision, re-nsrks : T he C ourt bad ► ought 
i" vain for a rem edy for the evils . f hydraulic 
mining w ithout its com plete prohibition. The 


varions plans for im pounding the debris were 
ex a m ite i and their futility shown. 
There 
was no other recourse but to grant the per­ 
petual injunction prayed for, w ith the modi­ 
fication that, if some m eans are devised in 
the future w hereby ths evil m ay be abated, 
a clause will be insetted in the judgm ent to 
the effect th a t the defendants m ay again 
bring the m atter up for trial. 
The Tulare County Journal sa y s: A per­ 
petual injunction 
nas 
been 
issued, and 
though an appeal has been taken, the decision 
is certainly the death knell of the m ining in­ 
terests of N orthern California. 
I t is a se­ 
vere blow to the m iners of th at section, but 
in view cf the fact th at a very large portion 
of the Sacram ento valley hss been devas­ 
tated, and the principal river of the S tate 
rendered alm ost unfit for navigation, it will 
generally be conceded th a t the decision was 
a ju st one. 
The S u tter Farmer says : 
T he decision of 
Judge Saw yer is so clear and c unprehensive, 
go full of common law, common sense and 
justice. 3nd being m rs’. ably seconded by two 
other U nited States Judges, it will prove to 
be a fruitless and hopeless task to attem D t to 
•ecure a m odification or reversal 1 1 the judg­ 
m ent in ins U nited S tates Suprem e Court. 
W e therefore regard the confl.ct between the 
respective parties settled beyond recall by 
this decision.
